How many of us immediately think of what-we could write when we see a 
competition like this advertised? There is always the idea that we had 

once, a story that we heard, or an incident 
that happened years ago that we thought would 
EDITORIAL make a good film, play or novel. 
A play is one of the most difficult of art 
forms to write because it needs so much know- 
ledge that is out of reach of all but a few. It needs a sense of the ele- 
ments in situations that could be dramatised, and an ability to see which 
situations have these elements. 

Today there is such wide scope of what elements are finally chosen that 
the choice is determined more by whether they can be constructed into a 
unity and hold interest, than whether they can be built into a logical story 
with general appeal, or appeal to the typical man in society. When we 
think of a play such as "The Caretaker" or "Waiting for Godot" there is not 
necessarily a story, or general appeal there, and there is not necessarily 
a social meaning that has more than a suggestion of what might be in the ex- 
perience of the audience. This is what I mean when [ say that there is 
wider scope today. The ground lies open, but always there is in these plays 
the form, controlling to some extent the reaction of the audience and hold- 
ing their interest, and always there is the technically producable whole. 
This is where the knowledge of theatre is needed. How much variation is 
possible in the interpretation? How should a scene end to create a feeling 
of expectancy and wanting-to-go-on in the audience? For how long can the 
audience join in a particular mood created on the stage before a switch is 
needed to create new interest and expectancy? All these questions are 
answered by a familiarity with the stage. As far as the wide vision needed, 
selection, and juxtaposition of characters is concerned that can only be 
discovered when you try it for yoursel ves. 

Now how do play-readings help? The first and most obvious answer is that 
they bring an experience of the stage to so many who would never have it 
otherwise. They increase familiarity with plays, especially for those who 
would possibly not have read another play after leaving school, and they 
create an interest in the theatre so that more plays will be seen than have 
ever been seen before. 

This competition comes at a time when play-readings have now become es- 
tablished in many areas. Will it evoke much response from those taking part 
to try for themselves and perhaps to let their group read their play or 
scenes from it and discuss it afterwards so that the writer can learn from 
this? We hope so. We could scarcely wish to live in an environment more 
stimulating than that which South Africa has to offer. 











PLAY-READING - SMALL DORP STYLE

For the production of "Gaslight" by Patrick Hamilton, folk who had 
taken part in the first production were asked to portray the charac- 
ters. This is of course a Victorian Thriller and the snag was being 


_able to control the lighting, and it was done by using two electric 


bulbs of different wattage. When the light was dimmed putting out 
the stronger bulb, and just leaving the bulb with the smaller number 
of watts alight above the stage, just light enough for the players to 
see their books. The problem was to keep the play moving as a thril- 
ler and not allow it to develop, quite unintentionally of course, 

into farce. The part of Nancy, being played by a small, petite, new- 
ly married lady tried, by getting on her toes, to kiss Mr. Manningham; 
(this part played by a man very much married) and the man was so in- 
tent on his script, didn’t note the movement towards him. Then later 
when he tried to kiss the cheerful Nancy lightly on the forehead, she 
went the colour of an over ripe tomato! The Producer had to suppress 
a smile! It was unfortunate; Detective Rough being cast by a man 
much younger than Mrs. Manningham, so the audience had to smile at 
his comment on his advancing years! 

It is hoped before the year is out to attempt to put over Gerald 
Savory’s "George & Margaret". 

Naturally there have been difficulties. Some of the folk who took 
part in the not altogether happy first production, asked why a few 
stage "props" had been found necessary for subsequent productions? 
This the committee had looked into and had found that props most cer- 
tainly helped to create "atmosphere". 

Comment; rather adverse comment too, was made on the language in 
the play, "The Man who wouldn’t go to heaven". A very very little of 
the play used words not normally heard at an elderly ladies afternoon 
tea party. 

The question is, whether one has to censor such words, cut out any 
doubtful jokes, if they appear, transform whisky into ginger beer, 
and when all is done what would we have left? An entertainment no 
doubt, likely to offend nobody, but with no purpose whatever, and 
even as an amusement both tame and feeble. It is difficult to find 








suitable plays for folk in a small community who dwell in the distant 
past in everything except forms of transport and then of course use 
1961 model motor cars! There is a decided shortage of males willing 
to take part; to help back stage, or to carry trays of tea around 
after each performance, yes; but not to stand on stage with a book in 
their hand to play even small parts. Then the folk who are willing 
but literally cannot read, act like wax works on the stage, one does 
try to help, but is play reading to be for all, and good with bad, or 
do we try to set a standard? 

The choice of plays so far has been limited. Three act plays 
(2%-3 hours) seem difficult 
from the time factor. So 
many folk live in the coun- 
try, and after a show, say 
at 1l p.m. have to get into 
a car, drive along a dusty 
road, stop, open a gate, 
drive through, close it 
again, and have to repeat 
this half a dozen or more 
times on the 40 mile road 
back home. Then they have 
to rise the following 
morning at 4-30 a.m. to load 
a railway bus with pine- 
apples at 5 a.m., rather 
hard isn’t it? 

The catalogue of available 
plays is greatly appreciated 


but could approximate - The cast enjoying "The Man who Wouldn't go to Heaven" 


times taken for the plays be included, as is done in film catalogues? 
Folk have expressed a wish for a variety, comedy, drama, thrillers 
etc, 

The Question the group has now to ask, and solve is, "Where do we 
go from here"? Do we continue with plays put on after a couple of 
rehearsals for public enjoyment, in the small hall, or do we revert 
to private readings in the home of one or other of the members? 
There is no ’bio’ in Peddie and many folk do appreciate Play Reading 
nights as a form of relaxation, the task of getting things organised 
has fallen on one or two members of the committee and it is agreed, 
it does take up an awful lot of time! 

Another difficulty is trying to fit all those interested into plays, 
knowing that a few of the weaker characters cannot always be carried 





by the stronger ones. Third league tennis players are rather out of 
their depth in first league tennis, and so it could be applied to 
play reading. Does one quietly drop certain types, or does the Pro- 
ducer read again the wonderful book of Job, from the Old Testament; 
and apply his patience in the hope there may be improvement one day? 
The idea of doing play-readings surely is for all to have some relax- 
ation and enjoyment, not for the grim reality of making a good job 
no matter how many folk have their feelings hurt. 

Comments from other play reading groups where talent is very limit- 
ed would be appreciated, especially from producers, for the Peddie 
producer often feels like the blind leading the blind, however thanks 
to a wonderfully co-operative spirit shown by the committee, one does 
get lots of fun from play reading in Peddie, simply because - you 
just dont know what will happen next! 


MR. LAURIE VAN DER MERWE ADVISES:

L. v.d. Merwe: This is difficult to avoid particularly in scenes 
that tend to be melodramatic. The best thing is to get any moves, 
embraces, or awkward gestures thoroughly worked out at rehearsals. 
Rather than spoil the interpretation and feel of a scene leave out 
any laughter-provoking actions. 


L. v.d. Merwe: On this question of choosing a play that will offend 
certain people, do it without watering the play down but do not do 
it all the time. When the play is controversial tell the audience 
beforehand, putting the whole purpose of the readings to them. If 
they do not like a play, that is fine, good discussion should result. 

Always comment on the play and discuss it afterwards. This is 
where librarians should help if possible, by introducing the play- 

reading and leading the discussion afterwards, Otherwise the pro 
ducer should do it.

L. v.d. Merwe: The shortage of male actors is a general problem in 
this country where acting is considered not real work and a waste of 


time. To me it is a sign of the immaturity of our society where 
individuals do not realise that they are part of a community life and

L. v.d. Merwe: Three act 
plays can be done by choos- 
ing the most important 
scenes with a producer or 
commentator giving the story 
briefly. It is also possible to do one act chosen from a three act 
play, for example, the trial scene (scene 4) from "St. Joan" by 
Bernard Shaw makes a wonderful 40 minute play- reading.

L. v.d. Merwe; Some kind of standard should be aimed at. People who 
are not able or talented enough could be used for smaller roles so 
that they are in this way given a chance to develope. 

But the main point is to keep everyone as interested as possible 
and to give everyone a chance if you can. Once individuals have read 
a few parts they will grasp the characters far more quickly and will 
know what they can or cannot do. People having taken part in more 
than six readings will get the feeling of a character and the grasp 
of a dramatic situation very quickly. 




















VRYDAG DIE DERTIENDE

Eintlik het dit die vorige dag in Postmasburg al begin. Gelukkig 
vir hulle, was die spellesers al in hulle hotel. Ongelukkig vir die 


streekbibliotekaresse, was hulle nie gerieflikheidshalwe byderhand 
toe die linkeragterste band besl'uit het om in die hoofstraat pap te 


word nie. n Vriendelike kafee-eienaar het gelukkig twee klonkies 
afgestaan om die nodige te doen. 


Die aand kon die spellesing eers lank na die vasgestelde tyd begin 
omdat n kritieke deel van die dorp, die saal ook, se kragtoevoer lank 
genoeg ingegee het om alle lus vir spellesihgs die nek in te slaan. 
Die gehoor se waardering agterna het egter ruimskoots vir hierdie ge- 
voel vergoed. 

Die volgende oggend, Vrydag die 13de, het die streekbibliotekaresse 
drie oulike spellesers by die hotel opgepik. As gevolg van die plaas- 
like bibliotekaresse se gasvryheid, het ons almal eers die oggend 
vroeg in die bed gekom. Die versengende hitte so vroeg reeds het nie 
juis tot n vrolike stemming bygedra nie. Redelik stil het ons in die 
pad geval Barkly-Wes toe. 

Persone wat al die pad van Postmasburg na Dani®lskuil gery het, sal 
geneig wees om met die skryfster te simpatiseer. Sinkplaat, skerp 
klippe en so af en toe n slaggat, maak dit nie juis n plesiertog nie. 
Dit was dus geen verrassing toe die regteragterste band bars nie. 
Nadere ondersoek het aan die lig gebring dat een van die skerp klippe 
die buiteband vir alle verdere praktiese doeleindes buite werking ge- 
stel het. PFluks het ons aan die werk gespring. Alle entoesiasme het 
egter onder die moordende son verdamp toe die streekbibliotekaresse 
uitvind dat die belangrikste gereedskap op geheimsinnige wyse voete 
gekry het. Japie Smit het dapper in die pad geval om te sien of n 
pleas nie miskien iewers langs die pad sal opduik nie. Laurie van 
der Merwe het in die omgewing van die motor gebly. Wilma Snyman en 
die skryfster het hulle mismoedig onder n genadige doringbos neerge- 
vlei. 

Die minute het in hulle vyftalle verbygeglip. Na wat n kort tydjie 
vir daardie deel van die wéreld is, het twee gawe menere in n mooi 
motor hul verskyning gemaak en ons uit ons verknorsing gehelp. a 
Endjie vorentoe het ons op Japie by n kleurlinggemeenskappie afgekonm. 
Hy wou ons verras nadat hy die nodige by die ,tietser" bekom het. 

In n huiwerige stemming het ons ons reis hervat. Ons sou werklik 
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gestrand wees indien n verdere band die gees gee. Sonder verdere on- 
gevalle het ons egter voor Danitlskuil se hotel stilgehou en gou die 
innerlike gaan verfris. Vol moed het ons in die motor geklim. Ver- 
Slae het ons mekaar egter aangestaar toe die kar nou nie eens n ge- 
luid wou maak om te bewys dat sy nog lewe het nie. Nadere ondersoek 
het aan die lig gebring dat die battery se een kabel af is. Met be- 
hulp van n mes wat gou by die plaaslike winkeltjie geleen is, is die 
nodige gedoen om ons tot by die naaste motorhawe te bring. 

Terwyl hy aan die motor se binnegoed getorring het, het Laurie sy 
bril langs hom op die motor se neus gesit. Toe hy die kap toeslaan, 
knak hy die steel netjies middeldeur. Teen daardie tyd was ons verby 
die kommentaarstadium en het die ramp swyend aanskou. 

By die motorhawe is die kabel vinnig vervang. Ons kon egter nie n 
spaarband bekom nie. Intussen het die remme ook begin lol. Indien 
ons daaraan laat werk, sou ons egter laat by ons bestemming kom. Die 
pad vorentoe is nie so sleg nie. Ons besluit dus om deur te druk. 

Ongeveer twintig myl duskant Barkly-Wes word die lomerige stilte 
meteens wreed geskend deur n oorverdowende gebrul: die uitlaatpyp het 
by die engin stomp afgebreek. Luidrugtig het ons Barkly-Wes binne- 
gevaar. Skaam vir haar motor se onmanierlike gedrag, het die streek- 
bibliotekaresse laag agter die wiel weggeduik en gehoop dat niemand 
haar herken nie. Met n gevoel van verligting het sy die motor by die 
motorhawe gelos tot die volgende oggend. 

Tien minute voordat die spellesing sou begin, gaan Japie na Laurie 
se kamer: ,Laurie, waar is die boeke?". Kalm kom die antwoord: ,In 
die kar". n Vriendelike eienaar het tydsaam sy motorhawe vir ons oop- 
gesluit. Druipstert het ons ietwat laat ten aansien van n kriewel- 
rige gehoor ons verskyning gemaak. 

Ons al vier is van nou af vurige aanhangers van die Vrydag-die- 
dertiende kultus.

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WAT ONS DORPSBIBLIOTEEK VIR MY AS 
LEERLING BETEKEN

Ons dorpsbiblioteek beteken vir my as leerling baie, daar ek nou op 
n leeftyd verkeer waar die wéreldliteratuur vir my oopgestel is en my 
smaak wat betref goeie leesstof, gevorm word. 

In die plaaslike biblioteek is n wye keuse daar gestel. Boeke, ge- 
skrywe deur n verskeidenheid van skrywers oor die afgelope eeue on- 
der verskillende omstandighede. Dit maak dit dus vir ons moontlik om 
ons kennis oor n onbeperkte aantal onderwerpe uit te brei, en dié on- 
derwerpe wat ons die meeste interesseer, te bestudeer, en 80 van ons 
ryper karakters en meer volwaardige burgers van ons land te maak. 

Wat betref spesifieke kennis in vakke soos bv. Wetenskap, Geskie- 
denis en Tale, kan die voordele wat die biblioteek vir my as leerling 
inhou, slegs by benadering geskat word. Ons leer Geskiedenis uit n 
stywe, vol-feitgestopte teksboek, en ten spyte van al ons onderwysers 
se pogings, bly dit maar slegs koue feite wat verder oninteressant 
gemaak word deur die ewige datums. [In die biblioteek neem ons bv. n 
geskiedkundige roman uit, wat miskien afspeel teen die agtergrond van 
een of ander groot gebeurtenis in die wéreldgeskiedenis. Deur hier- 
die roman te lees verstaan ons instinktief die armoede, politieke 
drange wat mense opgesweep het, en ook die gevolge van hul dade. 
Deur in ons verbeelding al die ontberings saam deur te maak en so een 
van hulle te wees, verstaan ons dan ook die handel swyse wat geskiede- 
nis gemaak het, omdat ons weet dat ons self so sou gehandel het. Dus 
word geskiedenis feite onbewus en sonder inspanning verstaan en ge- 
leer deur gebruik te maak van sommige van die voordele wat die dorps- 
biblioteek aan ons bied. 

Op Wetenskaplike gebied leer ons van reaksies, verbindings en n 
menigte ander uitvindsels wat onverstaanbaar blyk te wees. Inn toe- 
komsverhaal word al hierdie feite op vernuftige wyse in die verhaal 
en alledaagse lewe van die karakters ingeweef. Deur dié verhaal te 
lees, besef ek dan opnuut die belangrikheid van vooruitgang op weten- 
skaplike gebied, en word dan ook gefnspireer tot groter inspanning 
wat beter resultate sal lewer. 

Dit is egter nie alleen moontlik om kennis in bogenoemde onderwerpe 
te verkry deur die lees van verhale nie, maar ook naslaanboeke, ensi- 
klopedies en verskeie teks boeke word tot die gebruik van die publiek 
en veral die leerlinge vrygestel, sodat dit moontlik is om tot ver- 
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dere en n meer gevorderde studie van ons geliefkoosde onderwerpe oor 
te gaan. 

Onder die nie-fiksie afdeling word boeke wat handel oor sielkunde, 
kuns, musiek asook verskeie tipes sportsoorte aangetref sodat dit vir 
ons moontlik is om ook daar ons oordeelsvermo® en talente te kan ont- 
wikkel. 

Deur die lees van goeie boeke word ons taalgebruik oneindig verbe- 
ter, en ook nuwe idees en uitvindsels ontwikkel ons smaak in letter- 
kunde tot n hotr peil, wat ek hoop om nog altyd te verbeter en tot 
nuwe hoogtes te bring. Danksy die biblioteek. Nie alleen word boeke 
in albei landstale daar vir ons gebruik gestel nie, maar ook hand- 
leidings oor die grootste aantal van die Europese tongvalle., 

Dikwels word daar debatte gere#l oor n onbekende onderwerp. Die 
biblioteek is egter steeds tot ons beskikking, en so hoef ons nooit n 
tekort aan feite en kennis te h@ nie. persone, ryper intellekte as 
ek, is aangestel wat ons altyd met goeie raad by die keuse van ons 
boeke kan bystaan. Weens die groot aantal tydskrifte en koerante wat 
vir ons gerief verkry word, is dit vir geen persoon nodig om sy alge- 
mene kennis te verwaarloos nie, 

Die gevraagde fooi is so gering dat dit as byna kosteloos bereken 
kan word, sodat daar dus geen struikelblokke in ons pad gestel is nie. 
Elke leerling en lid van die publiek moet dus sy uiterste doen om ook 
van die genot van die biblioteek te smaak. Hier is daar dus n uit- 
stekende kans vir volksopvoeding op filantropiese grondsl ag.

WHAT IS DONE TO INTEREST TEEN-AGERS IN YOUR LIBRARY? 


An example of what can be done was reported in the December 1959 
issue of the Cape Librarian. The Junior Committee of Riviersonderend 
Library helps Mrs. le Roux with numerous aspects of her work includ- 
ing displays and story hours.

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DISPLAY FOR THE MONTH 


J. de Villiers. 


In last month’s display article I explained how to make a display 
board simply and inexpensively. Now here is a suggested display for 
this board which you could adapt, of course, for more professional 
display surfaces, The subject for this display is "The Garden"; a 
very popular category. As the cehtre piece for the board I have used 
a spray of "flowers" which you can make in the following way. The 
roses are coloured pictures cut out of a gardening catalogue. Leave a 
small paper flap at the base of each rose so that it can be attached 
to the pipe-cleaner stem with transparant sticky tape. The pipe-clea- 
ners should be dipped in a strong solution of green paint water and 
allowed to dry before the roses are attached. paint over the sticky 
paper with green paint. It will not take very well, but does some- 
thing to conceal the tape. Arrange the flowers so that general shape 
and colour harmony is satisfactory; trimming and bending the stems to 
give the desired form: then secure an inch or two from the bottom 
"ith an elastic band. If your display board is made from soft mate- 
rial, eg. cardboard of ceiling board, secure the "flowers" with ordi- 
nary straight pins pierced through the stems. The books can alsq 
surprisingly enough, be held firmly in place resting on straight pins 
and can be removed for inspection and replaced at will. (This is only 
possible, however, if the display board leans at a slight angle. )

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Attach to stea 
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The lettering used in this case was paper cut-out lettering 14" 
high made to the pattern about which I have written and which was 
sent to you in the October 1960 Journal. It is stuck to the board 
with rubber cement. 

You will realise that an important aspect of any display is its 
colour harmony and this is particularly vital here. The flowers and 
lettering should have some colour in common. you cannot, of course, 
choose books for displays purely on the grounds of attractive covers 
though if they are so, so much the better. Select the books - examine 
them as a group arranging them to balance wej}l in shape and colour or 
tone - then choose a colour common to all and maxe this the colour of 
your lettering and basis of your prop (e.g. flower spray). 

If there is no common uniting colour choose a clear, unmuted 
colour basis. Blues and reds are good and nearly always succeed in

Vryburg Openbare Biblioteek is 
die grootste van die Sentra in 
die Streek. Gedurende 1960 is 
hul boekevoorraed vermeerder met
